When the war 
came, the Ministry snapped up 
his ‘services,’ using hig ¢x- 
perience with Icading British 
motor manufacturers at home 
and obroad for the organisation 
of repairs to Army vehicles.

A broad grin’ on hls face, 
Odom pushed his way through 
tthe crowd.
